SOUTH VOTES HEAVILY 
FOR UNIFICATION PLAN 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 11.— 
(P)—With seven annual _ confer- 
ences of the Methodist Episcopal 
‘Church, South, voting today, the 
total count in favor of unification 
of the three branches of Method- 
ism soared to 6,075 with 966 votes 
against the plan. 

The totals did not include the 
results of balloting at Tucson, 
where the Arizona conference is 
in session. Reports from there 
had not been received at head- 
quarters here tonight. 

With only 10 of the 42 annual 
conferences remaining, church of- 
ficials viewed that “the consoli- 
dation of the three branches so 
long divided is practically as- 
sured.” 

Meanwhile, the board of bishops 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
in session at Fort Wayne, Ind., an- 
nounced tonight the acceptance of 
the proposal to unite with the 
southern division and the Method- 
ist Protestant Church. The latter 
also has approved the plan. 

It only remains for the south- 
ern church to accept the merger 
plan for it to become effective. 

To bring this about, a majority 
of three-fourths of the votes cast 
in the annual conferences and a 
two-thirds majority in the general 
conference, to be held next May 
at Birmingham, is necessary.

Booming guns mocked prayers 
for peace in yesterday’s commemo- 
ration of the World War’s ending. 

In quiet Arlington cemetery at 
Washington, President Roosevelt 
stood with bared head before the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier and 
heard an American Legion leader 
call for “the enthronement of an 
enduring peace.” 

But wars raged on in China and 
in Spain, officials revealed that an 
American seaman had been 
wounded in the fighting at Shang- 
hai, and preparations for possible 
conflicts to come went forward in 
many lands. 

George Accused. 

The 19th anniversary of the 
signing of the armistice was mark- 
ed as well by sensational demon- 
strations in England and Ireland. 

While King George VI honored 


Britain’s World War dead, an 
escaped asylum inmate lunged to- 
ward him, shouting: 

“All this is hypocrisy—you’re 
deliberately preparing for war!” 

In Ireland, the royal coat-of- 
arms was blasted from Dublin 
castle, once occupied by the “Biack 
and Tan” constabulary which bat- 
tled advocates of Irish independ- 
ence during the troubled years 
1919-21. 

In Paris, the Duke of Windsor 
remained away from an Armistice 
Day church service after the An- 
glican rector, the Rev. J. L. C. 
Dart, had said: “I would rather the 
Duke did not attend.” Later, how- 
ever, the Rev. Mr. Dart apologized. 
He is a vicar of the Church of 
England, which opposed Edward’s 
marriage to an American-born di- 
vorcee, 

Kaiser Ignores Day. 

Veterans of the World War 
marched with troops of today in 
Armistice ceremonies in London 
and Paris, but Germany did not 
celebrate and former Kaiser Wil- 
helm ignored the anniversary. 

Representatives of the United 
States and other nations which 
are pledged to respect the sov- 
ereignty of China resumed efforts 
in Brussels to end the undeclared 
war between China and Japan. 


Will Accomplish. Pur- 
pose, Leader. Asserts. 


Asserting none of the five plans 
Governor Rivers has advanced to

Sponsored by the special legis- 
lative tax commission, *he sug- 
gestion developed into one of the 
most controversial issues of Riv- 
ers’ tenure, and _. precipitated 
charges that it tended towards a 
major centralization of power and 
government in the state capitol. 

Rivers’ Program. 

During a conference November 
5 with representatives of county 
commissioners, the Governor ad- 
vanced the following program as 
a means through which the state 
could replace treasury losses to 
counties of Georgia: 

E. Institution of a state-operat- 
ed post-road program. 

2. Award of contracts for road 
work to counties of the state, in- 
timating it would allow counties to 
make a profit on convict labor. 

3. Placing automobiles on coun- 
ty tax digests and assessing an ad 
valorem tax against them.

OWEN DRAFTS BL 
FOR DUTY ON JUTE 


Georgia Congressman 
Wants High Tariff as 
Aid to Use of. Cotton. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—One 
of the first bills to be dropped 
into the house hopper on Monday 
when the special session of con- 
gress convenes will: be a measure 
by Representative Emmett Owen, 
of Georgia, demanding a high 
duty on the importation of jute 
which today, he says, enters free 
from India in “ruinous competi- 
tion” with southern cotton. 

Mr. Owen, who has been in 
Washington since November 1, as 
‘a member of a subcommittee of 
the house committee on agricu!- 
ture, which is drafting a cotton 
control program, said he had al- 
most completed the initial draft 
of his jute bill and that-after it 
was introduced he would make a 
determined fight to have the ways 
and means committee, to which it 
will be referred, report it out so 
that final action may be had upon 
it before adjournment of the reg- 
ular session of the congress next 
year. 

“It has been estimated,” Mr. 
Owen declared, “that if cotton 
could be substitute for jute in 
the manufacture of bagging, twine 
and cord, a minimum of 1,000,000 
more bales of cotton would be 
consumed annually in the United 
States, alone. I will propose in 
my bill that enough duty be placed 
on the importation of jute so that 
it will be removed from the mar- 


qi ket as a competitor of cotton ex- 


cept on equal terms. In India, 
jute is manufactured by coolie la- 
bor that is paid as low as 11 and 
12 cents a day, and it stands to 
reason that no self-respecting cot- 
ton farmer can compete with any 
such labor standards.” 


Representative Owen will ar- 


jrange an early appointment with 


President Roosevelt to canvass the 
entire situation of jute importa 
tions and request him to lend his 
aid toward opening this new mar-

Cheese Fruit Salad Ring. 
Cottage cheese may be used, for 
example, as the main part of the 
menu and mixed with boiled eggs 
or nuts. In sandwiches it may be 
combined with jelly, preserves, 
raisins, nuts or olives. The salads 
in which cottage cheese may .be 
used are almost too numerous to 


mention and as a dessert, it may 


appear in the form of a cottage 
cheese pie, pudding or sundae. 

Perhaps you have a favorite 
recipe of your own for preparing 
cottage cheese, but even if you 
have, it will pay you to jot down 
this recipe for fruit salad ring with 
cottage cheese: 

Fruit Salad Ring. 

Two pounds cottage cheese, 2 
tablespoons plain gelatin, 1-2 cup 
water (cold).

cheese and stir over hot water 
until cheese melts and _ blends 


smoothly with sauce. Add cream 
and veal and stir until smooth. 
Cut tomato in 4 or 5 thick slices 
and place a slice on each piece 
of toast.

Fish Rarebit. 

Six slices of halibut, 1-2 carrot, 
1 slice onion, 1 sprig celery, cheese 
sauce, parsley, lemon. 

Put the fish steaks in a sauce- 
pan, add the carrot, onion and cel- 
ery, cut in small pieces, also salt 
and a few peppercorns; boil until 
the fish is tender (about 10 min- 
utes). Drain and place on a plat- 
ter. Pour the following cheese 
sauce over the fish, garnish with 
the parsley and sliced lemon. 
Serve at once, 

Cheese Sauce: Melt two table- 
spoons butter in double boiler, add 
one and a half tablespoons flour, 
half teaspoon salt, quarter tea- 
spoon each of pepper and paprika;

Three cups cooked macaroni, 3 
tablespoons butter, five table- 
spoons flour, 1 2-3 cups milk, 1-2 
cup cheese, cut fine, 1-2 teaspoon 
salt, 1-4 teaspoon paprika, 1 ta- 
blespoon minced parsley, 1 table- 
spoon minced pimiento, 2 table- 
spoons minced celery, 2 eggs, 
beaten. 

Melt butter. Add flour and 
when blended add milk. Cook 
slowly and stir constantly until a 
very thick sauce forms. Beat one 
minute. Add rest of the ingredi- 
ents and pour into buttered loaf 
pan. Bake 35 minutes in mod- 
erately slow oven. Let stand 5 
minutes. Unmold. carefully and 
serve cut in slices. 

Cocoanut Pudding. 

(A Glorified Bread Pudding) 

One and one-half cups diced 
bread, 3 egg yolks, 1-2 cup sugar, 
1-4 teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon va- 
nilla, 1-4 teaspoon lemon extract, 
1 1-2 cups hot milk, 3 tablespoons 
butter, melted. 

Mix ingredients and pour into 
buttered baking dish. Bake 30 
minutes in moderately slow oven, 
Top with meringue. 

Meringue. 

Three egg whites, 1-3 cup sugar, 
1-2 cup cocoanut, 1-4 teaspoon va- 
nilla, 1-4 teaspoon lemon extract, 
1-8 teaspoon salt. 

Beat whites until stiff. Add 
rest of ingredients and beat until 
creamy. (About 2 minutes will 
be long enough.) Roughly spread 
over pudding and bake 10 minutes 
In a moderately slow oven. Serve 
cold or warm.

In a statement issued tonight, 
Kamp said he had been subpoe- 
naed to appear before the La Fol- 
lette committee next Monday. 

At New Haven, Chester Hanson, 
secretary-treasurer of the league, 
said it was formed “to defend the 
constitution and oppose subversive 
elements such as Communists and 
the like.” 

The league, Hanson said, is not 
opposed to labor organizations 
“but wants to combat the Commu- 
nistic element in the CIO.” The 
league has offices in New York 
and Birmingham, he said.

Albert Matthews, vice president 
of Martha Mills, operated at 
Thomaston by the Goodrich Rub- 
ber Company; R. H. Freeman, 
president of the Newton Cotton 
Mills, and treasurer and director 
of the Cotton Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation of Georgia, and B. E. 
Willingham Jr., president of the 
Willingham Cotton Mills, Macon, 
also joined in attacks on the maga- 
zine article. 

Practically every leading textile 
executive in Georgia has ex- 
pressed resentment over the impu- 
tations of Davenport’s story, and 
have branded it as “false because 
it is not typical and does not truth- 
fully portray conditions as they 
actually are but seems to be a 
chronicle written by a man who 
was looking for something—an ex- 
treme case—and claims to have 
found it.” 

“Pay Higher Rate.” 

“We treat our employes right 
here,” McKenney added. “We ac- 
tually pay them at a higher rate 
than they got when the govern- 
| ment attempted to prescribe 
wages. That not only is true with 
us, but throughout the industry in 
Georgia. We pay off in cash. We 
do not operate nor are we inter- 
ested in any company store or any 
other store. There are no com- 
pany stores in Columbus (the 
company store was cited by Dav- 
enport as the media through which 
he insinuated employes were 
charged outrageous prices.) 

“There is no child labor in Co- 
lumbus mills. Even if we wanted 
to work child labor, it would not 
be a paying proposition because 
the very young are not as com- 
petent as older persons. We just 
don’t work them. 

“As for the charge about all 
work and no pay, that is ridicu- 
lous on the face of it. We want 
to pay and do pay our employes 
in cash. Raises went into effect 
last fall and are still in force with 
us and generally throughout _ the 
state, I am told. We are working 
employes less than we would like 
to, but that is a fault of general 
business conditions over which we 
have no control. It pays us to 
work employes a full 40 hours a 
week. That is what we would 
like to do all the time.” 

Williams Concurs. 

Williams concurred in McKen- 
ney’s statement, asserting cond'- 
tions are not as they were pic- 
tured in Davenport’s article. 

‘All the south knows that ar- 
ticle does not represent true con- 
ditions,” he said.

Since practically all farm peo- 
ple, the secretary said, are agreed 
on the basic principles of Bro- 
farm: legislation, “surely 
there can be appropriate compro- 
mises” of any dispuated phases of 
the program, which is to come be- 
fore the Special session of con- 
gress convening next week. 

The secretary told the Grangers 
the utmost of control by the 
farmer was desired by the gov- 
ernment in the new program. He 
declared emphatically that there 
was no governmental aim toward 
regimentation of the American 
farmer.

and business,

Wars, Revolts Have Run Rampant 
In ‘Peace’ Years Since 1918 


By the Associated Press. 

A World War armistice brought 
peace to the earth 19 years ago 
today. 

But in the ensuing “peace” years 
rebellions, civil conflicts, and un- 
declared wars have averaged more 
than one each year. 

These were the major conflicts: 

1918-19—Poles and Ukrainians 
fought to control eastern Galicia 
where Poland won authority over 
the fertile area for 25 years. 

1919—Leon Trotsky, then Rus- 
sian war commissar, sent a Red 
army to crush White Russians at- 
tempting to overthrow the Bolshe- 
viks. 

1919—Rumania sent troops to 
aid Hungarian Nationalists to 
overthrow Bela Kun’s Bolshevist 
government after 133 days of “Red 
terror.” 

1919-21 — Black-and-Tan war- 
fare in Ireland brought creation of 
the Irish Free State. 

Riffs Suppressed. 

1919-22—-Spain suppressed a 
Riff uprising in Morocco, More 
than 10,000 Spaniards were killed 
in one battle at Melilla. 

1919-26—Ibn Saud conquered 
Saudi Arabia and drove King Hus- 
sain from his throne at Mecca. 

1920—Armenian republic fought 
Turkey, but lost half of Caucasian 
Armenia. 

1921-22—Greeks invaded Asia 
Minor but were turned back after 
a month-long battle. Smyrna burn- 
ed with estimated loss of $200,- 
000,000 and heavy loss of life. 

1925—Unsuccessful Druse rebel- 
lion against French. Damascus 
bombarded. 

1926-28 — Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek led Kuomintang armies 
against opposing warlords and 
established China’s present repub- 
lic. 

1928—Escobar rebellion in Mex- 
ico put down after assassination 
of President Alvaro Obregon.

---And He Learned How in Navy! 


Police Veteran Whiles Away Lonely Hours After Mid- 
night With Novel Avocation; ‘I Like It and I’m Not 
Ashamed of It,’ He Says. 


To while away lonely hours, 
some folks burn the midnight oil 
and others, the candle at both 
ends. But Augustus L. Kinard, 
turnkey on the morning watch at 
Atlanta police headquarters, 
weaves bedspreads. And he learn- 
ed the art in the navy! 

“I like to do it and I’m not 
ashamed of it,” the 41-year-old 
police veteran said last night as 
he revealed his hobby has brought 
about the creation of pillow tops, 
doilies, cushion tops, pocketbooks 
and many other articles. 

Works at Night. 

Kinard, who joined the police 
department after serving in the 
navy from 1916 to 1920, works at 
his weaving in the not-so-busy 
hours after midnight, when some- 
thing akin to quiet usually settles 
over the third floor at headquar- 
ters. 

He works steadily and nimbly, 
sitting at his desk behind the big 
barred door. A frame fits snugly 
over the small desk, and there he 
plies cord with a shuttle. The 
cord is just plain, everyday cord. 
The ingenious shuttle he fashioned 
from an old toothbrush. 


Growing enthusiastic about his. 


hobby, Kinard said it takes at 

least 75 days continuous work to 

make a bedspread. The big trick, 

he added, is knowing how to get 

the cord started on the frame. 
Uses Plain Cord, 

“Some folks use zephyr thread,” 
he said, “but I use nothing but 
plain cord. I make _ individual 
squares right here at my desk, 
and when all the pieces are woven 
I sew them together into the fin- 
ished product.” 

Kinard’s family shares his en- 


thusiasm for doing things with 
thread. At their home at 725 
Ormewood avenue, S. E., his wife 
does much crocheting. Once in a 
while their son, Leon, will join in 
doing handiwork, for Kinard has 
taught him the intricacies of cloth 
making. a 

Before becoming a_ turnkey, 


about a month ago, Kinard work- 
ed as a patrolman. 

“But,” he said, “I never fooled 
with weaving while on my beat.”

TO SOUND WEATHER 


60 Small Bags Sent Into Air 
Over Southeast as Bu- 
reau Test. 


Sixty hurricane sounding bal- 
loons to record temperature, hu- 
midity and diametric pressure 
have been released in three states 
in the southeast during the past 
48 hours, it was announced yes- 
terday by George W. Mindling, 


United States meteorologist. 
Beginning at 7 o’clock Wednes- 
day night the balloons were re- 


and Raleigh. The balloons were 
sent up at intervals of two hours. 
Fifteen were released at Mont- 
gomery and the same number at 
Macon, while 30 were sent up at 
Raleigh. 

They are filled with hydrogen 
gas and will reach an inflation di- 
ameter of more than five feet 
when they reach an altitude of 
around six or seven miles. It is 
estimated that some of them will 
reach a height of 20 miles. 

Attached to eacH balloon is a 
parachute to guide the recording 
instrument safely to earth. Also 
attached are instructions as to 
where the records are to be sent 
and how to pack them to keep 
them intact in mailing. 

The work at Montgomery and 
Macon is under the direction of 
the United States Weather Bu- 
reau while the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology is in chafge 
of the work at Raleigh.

CASES DISMISSED 


U. S. Judge Throws Out 
Charges Against 7 Cor- 
porations, 1 Individual. 


MADISON, Wis., Nov. 11. 
Federal Judge Patrick T. Stone. 
on motion of government coun- 
sel, today dismissed conspiracy 
charges against seven corporations 
and one individual in the federal 
government’s gasoline price-fixing 
case. 

The cases included all three 
market publications alleged in the

W. Cc. Platt Co., publisher of 
Platt’s Oilgram, and National Pe- 
troleum Publishing Company, 
publisher of National Petroleum 
News. 

Warren C. Platt, Cleveland, 
president of the Platt and Na- 
tional Petroleum Companies, was 
the individual against whom 
charges were dismissed. 

The four oil companies were the 
Tidewater Associated Oil Com- 
pany, Deep Rock Oil Corp., Louisi- 
ana Oil Refining Company and 
Cities Service Export Company, a 
former subsidiary of Cities Serv- 
ice Co. 

William McAfee, Cleveland, 
counsel for Platt publications, and 
Samuel Lawton, Chicago, attorney 
for the Journal of Commerce, op- 
posed dismissal of the case against 
their clients in this manner. Roth 
asked Judge Stone to direct a ver- 
dict of acquittal and have the jury 
bring in such a verdict. 

Judge Stone denied their mo- 
tions, explaining that dismissal 
served the same purpose of re~ 
moving possibility of “double jeo- 
pardy” in any future case.

SCIENCE DISCOVERS 
NEW POLIO WEAPON 


Rabies Virus, Exposed to 
Ultra-Violet Light, Used 
Effectively. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—(UP) 
Hope for eventual victory of med- 
ical science over the dreaded in- 
fantile paralysis increased tonight 
when a trio of laboratory workers 
reported success against an allied 
disease. 

Three scientists of the Rocke- 
feller Institute for Medical Re- 
search in New York city, wrote 
in the current issue of Science that 
rabies virus exposed to ultra-vio- 
let light had been effectively used 
to immunize mice against ordinar- 
ily fatal doses. 


The work with rabies virus is 
important in application to infan- 
tile paralysis because previous ex- 
periments have shown that the 
diseases are somewhat § similar. 
The research project was done by 
H. L. Hodes, G. I. Lavin, and L. 
T. Webster. 

The theory behind the ultra- 
violet exposure of the rabies virus 
is to obtain a weakened culture 
which still will offer resistance to 
possible future attacks of the dis- 
ease. Too much exposure, the ex- 
perimenters found, killed effec- 
tiveness of the virus while too 
little did not lessen its violent 
effects. 

In tests on laboratory mice the 


investigators found that with in- 


‘oculations of 45, 50 and 60 min- 
| ute-exposured virus they could 


immunize the mice against — 10 
times the lethal doses of the virus 
which killed untreated animals.

Brazilian President Will Continue To Look to United 
States for Inspiration in International Politics, Newsman 
Predicts in Background Account of Bloodless Coup. 


Editors Note—The following 
dispatch explaining the background 
of the amazing developments in 
Brazil is by Dan Campbell, who 
has just returned to the United 
States after two. years in Rio de 
Janeiro as United Press general 
news manager in the South Amer- 
ican nation. 


By DAN CAMPBELL. 
(Copyright, 1937, by United Press.) 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—Devel- 
opments of the past 48 hours in 
Brazil mean that President Getulio 
Vargas has made himself virtual 
dictator of the first authoritarian 
state to be modeled along Euro- 


pean corporate lines in the Amer- 
cas. 

It is not likely, however, that 
Vargas, because of Brazil’s de- 
pendency on the United States as 
a market for her coffee and other 
products, will adhere to the Ger- 
man-Japanese-Italian united front 
in world politics. 

The coup d’etat so far appears 
to have been bloodless and _ it 
probably will be carried through 
without extensive disorders be- 
cause Vargas’ opponents are with- 
out military support. 

Will Look to U. 8S. 

Vargas probably will continue 
to look to Washington for much of 
his inspiration in international 
politics. Brazil always has been 
close to the United States and 
there seems no reason to believe 
that the new dictatorship will 
abandon this policy. 

The effect of the dictatorship, if 
it develops, will be along political, 
economic and social lines. 

Vargas’ primary interest is in 
domestic—not in foreign affairs. 

Politically he wants to estab- 
lish a highly centralized govern- 
ment which can eliminate the tra- 
ditional rivalry between the states 
®f the Brazilian union, prevent a 
recurrence of the petty civil wars 
of the past, and effect a long- 
range program of internal political 
development. 

Economically he must find an 
immediate solution of the coffee 
question since Brazil’s prosperity 
depends in large ‘part on her abil- 
ity to maintain domination of 
world coffee markets. 

He must place the national fi- 
nancial house in order and effect 
a balance between domestic econ- 
omy and exports and _ imports 
which will enable him to resume 
payments on the nation’s foreign 
debt of some $760,000,000. 

Educational Reform. 

Socially he must reform nation- 
al education with a view to creat- 
ing a nation-wide patriotic spirit 
to replace the sectionalism which 
long has been a detriment to na- 
tional development. 

The President’s move may be 
far more than a traditional Latin 
American method of seizing po- 
litical power. It may represent 
the change ‘of one of the strongest 
“state’s rights” governments in the 
world to a South American ver- 
sion of pure authoritarianism—a 
dictatorship which will draw some 
inspiration from the domestic ex- 
periences of Nazi Germany and 
Fascist Italy without entering into 
a common political front with 

em. 

Waves had a precedent for in- 
creasing his power. In 1930 he 
overthrew the government of 
President Washington Luiz by a 
march on Rio de Janeiro from his 
home state—Rio Grande do Sul. 

His present move to remodel the 
government, curtailing the power 
of the states, is a repudiation of 
the political system which has 
ruled Brazil since Empire days. 
Brazil had no national political 
group until the advent of Com- 
munism and Fascism. Previously 
the states marked the political 
groupings and vehemently guarded 
their autonomy. 

However, yesterday’s stroke was 
nominal only. Actually, the little 
square-shouldered President has 
ruled from Guanabara palace as 
an iron-fisted dictator since the 
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Communist revolution of 1935. He 
put that down with artillery. 

He maintained power by con- 
tinuous statesof war decrees. He 
faced four problems. Coffee, which 
threatened the financial structure 
of the country; Communism, which 
he claimed threatened it political- 
ly; . the consecutive succession 
clause which prohibited his can- 
didacy in the scheduled elections 
and the integralists who would 
not be denied support of him. 

New Coffee Policy. 

The first was dealt with in a 
new coffee policy decreasing the 
export tax and the second has 
been ruthlessly expurged by hun- 
dreds of wholesale arrests since 
the loyal regiments, under the 
personal direction of Vargas. 
shelled the Praia Vermelho (Red 
Beach) barracks into a flaming fu- 
neral pyre where the Communist 
revolt died and with it 500 to 600 
revolters in 1935. 

The third was a problem which 
could be answered only by the 
army and possibly without the 
support of the integralists. How- 
ever, the green hordes had growr 
with the lushness of Brazil’s jun- 
gles and spread rapidly over the 
republic. Aside from Communism, 
the greenshirts represented the 
first national party in the history 
of Brazil. 

The integralists confidentially

hazards of the little tots playing 


around it. They consider them- 


selves fortunate, however, to have rurning water, for before the 
district commissioner attached the city water and agreed to pay 
for it, they carried what water was used into the building. 

They told me some of the children had gained pounds and it 


is evident the nursery school is 


very vital. I only hope that be- 


fore long they succeed in finding some building which will allow 
them a little more space in which to carry on their good work. 


We spent a few moments at

BE MAINSTAY OF SLIM- 

With meat pel = ting, 

meat prices ocke 
the reducer will find compensa- 
tion in the fact that as far as 
slimming goes, hamburger is just 
as good as filet mignon. 

Meat is a big item in the re- 
ducer’s diet. The amount of pro- 
tein is never decreasedvin the re- 
ducer’s menu—in fact, it may be 
increased, for science has discov- 
ered that you lose weight faster 
on a diet in which a large per- 
centage of the calories are in pro- 
tein. Use of protein. stimulates 
tissue metabolism, and the body 
actually uses more calories. In ad- 
dition to accelerating weight loss, 
a large amount of protein in the 
diet increases its palatability and 
satiety. You do not feel hungry as 
quickly after a meal which in- 
cludes protein in’some form, such 
as meat, eggs, beans or cheese. 


“A pound of ground round steak— 
and make it with lean meat, 
please.” 


The protein content of the re- 
ducer’s diet may be as high as 75 
to 100 grams, or from 300 to 400 
calories, and a large part of this 
protein intake can be in the form 
of lean meat. The reducer may 
have a liberal serving of lean 
meat, fish or fowl daily. Don’t 
overlook the fact that you can 
have twice as much lean meat as 
fat meat for the same number of 
calories. The method of cooking 
also effects the calorie value of a 
dish and the reducer must avoid 
fried foods. Meats should be broil- 
ed, baked or boiled. On a very 
strict reducing diet you can cut 
the fat from the meat before 
cooking to prevent its infiltration 
into the lean part. 

The following list affords a 
comparison of calorie values for 
various cuts of meat and fish. Clip 
and save this list for reference. 

100 Calories Each: 

Beef, hamburger steak, broiled 

1 cake, 2 1-2 inches diameter, 
7-8 inch thick. 

Beef, corned, boiled (with fat) 
slice 4 1-2 by 1 1-2 by 1 1-4. 

Beef, dried, 4 thin slices 4x5 
inches. 

Beef loaf, slice 4x6x1-8 inch. 

Beef, round, lean, pot roast slice 
4 3-4 by 3 1-2 by 1-8 inches. 

Beef, round steak, pan broiled 
slice 2x3x1-2 inch. 

Beef, sirloin steak, lean, broil- 
ed, slice 2 by 1 1-2 by 3-4 inches. 

Beef stew with vegetables, 5-8 
cup. 

Lamb, leg roast, slice 3 1-2 by 
4 by 1-8 inches. 

Lamb chop, broiled, lean meat 
of one chop. 

Veal, leg roast, slice 2 by 2 3-3 
by 1-8 inches. 

Chicken, lean meat, 3 slices, 
3 1-4 by 2 1-2 by 1-4 inches. 

Pork chop, 1-2 average chop, 
lean meat only.

FAMOUS SIGHTS OF 
LONDON. 


Greek language were able to tell 
what the Egyptian writing meant, 


One of the world’s great mu-/@nd to figure out a kind of al- 
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seums (probably the greatest any- 
where) is in London. It is known 
as the British Museum, and con- 
tains objects of a thousand kinds. 
The British Museum was start- 
ed as a library in 1759, when 20,- 
000 pounds ($100,000) of public 
money was paid for books. Since 
then, it has grown year by year. 
The cost of running it is now 
close to a million dollars a year. 


Assyrian winged lion in the 
British Museum. 


In the British Museum, a person 
may look at one of the huge 
winged-bulls, with human faces, 
which were, carved in stone by 
Assyrian sculptors several thou- 
sand years ago., There are also 
statues made by ancient Greeks 
and Romans. 

Pieces of papyrus with words 
written by ancient Egyptians are 
on view. The meaning of the 
words was not known until after 
the Rosetta stone was found. 
While in the British Museum, ! 
looked once more at that famous 
stone. It contains the same thing 
written in three ways—in Greek 
and in two forms of Egyptian 
writing. By long and careful 
study, scholars who knew the 


phabet used in Egypt long ago. 
Another famous building in 
London is the one where parlia- 
iment meets. Parliament is made 
'up of the house of lords and the 
‘house of commons. They make 
' the laws for the nation. 
| The house of commons has 615 
|members (both men and women), 
and they are chosen by vote of the 
people. The house of lords con- 
tains nobles (or “peers”) and 
bishops of the church. In former 
times it was very powerful, but 
in 1911 much of its power was 
taken aWay. It is possible for the 
house of commons to make a law 
against the will of the house of 
| lords. 
| Not a great distance from parlia- 
‘ment is Westminster Abbey, the 
‘best known church in England. It 
i'might be called “a home of the 
'famous dead.” In it are the tombs 
of a number of kings and queens. 
| Queen Elizabeth was not a friend 
of Mary, Queen of Scots—in fact, 
‘she was her bitter enemy — but 
‘now the remains of both queens 
‘are in the abbey, not far apart. 
To be buried in Westminster 
Abbey is a high honor. Authors 
}and other noted men, as well as 
persons of royal blood, have becn 
buried in the abbey. No one who 
is not British is buried there, but 
the famous American poet, Long- 
fellow, has been honored with a 
small statue in the “poet’s corner” 
of the building.

. Both by reason of its patent absurdity and 
its prejudiced nature, the article by Walter 
Davenport titled “All Work and No Pay,” ap- 
pearing in Collier’s Weekly, defeats its own pur- 


pose. 

Those informed even superficially about 
conditions in the textile industry in the south 
must ascribe the Davenport article either to 
ignorance on the part .f the author or de- 
liberate misrepresentat')n of facts. Even 
granting that the isolat'd case he reports is 
true, he has taken one ca ‘e and sought to make 
it appear as typical of labor conditions in 
southern mills. ; 

The prompt refutation of this inexcusable 
attack on the textile industry in the south by 
such leaders of the industry as W. D. Anderson, 
president of the Bibb Manufacturing Company, 
largest textile company in Georgia and former 
president of the American Cotton Manufactur- 
ing Association; Scott Russell, leading attorney 
of the state; P. E. Glenn, of the Exposition Cot- 
ton Mills and former president of the Cotton 
Manufacturers’ Association of Georgia; Norman 
Elsas, vice president of the Fulton Bag & Cot- 
ton Mills, and others was to be expected. 
Neither is it surprising that many southern tex- 
tile workers have already expressed their agree- 
ment with Mr. Anderson’s charge that the arti- 
cle deliberately misrepresents the true facts 
and is therefore a blatant falsehood. 

It is only natural that there should be 
charges of prejudiced purpose behind the pub- 
lication of this article. 


The Black-Connery wages and hours bill, ef- 
fectually blocked from consideration by the 
house at the last session of congress, will come 
up again at the session which opens on Mon- 
day next. Its proponents realize that the bill’s 
chance of enactment, at least in its present 
form, is slim. 

It has been admitted by those backing the 
measure that it is aimed largely at southern 


industry. It is self-evident that, already labor- — 


ing under the handicap of unjust freight rate 
differentials, the south will be placed at a se- 
vere disadvantage if such a law compels ignor- 
ing of the easier living conditions in this sec- 
tion, and forces southern industry to meet 
scales of wages equal, in dollars and cents, to 
those of more rigorous climates. Actually, such 
equality of dollar pay would mean a vastly 
higher scale of pay in the south when meas- 
ured by its true value, that of purchasing power. 

The late Representative Connery, co-author 
of the bill, speaking before a group of New 
England textile manufacturers, frankly urged 
their support for: the measure on the ground 
that it would forever destroy southern in- 
dustry. 

The Collier article is so “timed,” whether 
intentional or not, as to bring a possible reac- 
tion in favor of the Black-Connery measure. 

As a matter of recorded fact, the southern 
textile industry is one of the nation’s leading 
groups in improved condil\lons for labor. 

Textile manufacturers ' vere the first to ac- 
cept, without reservations, the regulations of 
the NRA as applied to th:ir industry. Today 
more than 90 per cent of the industry in the 
south pays its workers NRA scale or better, de- 
spite the unconstitutionality of that law. When 
the supreme court voided the NRA, southern 
textile interests promptly announced that, re- 
gardless of this ruling, they would continue the 
NRA scales in the mills. 

A large proportion of the southern mills have 
long since discontinued the operation of com- 
pany stores, which was the principal condition 
attacked by Davenport. Workers are paid good 
wages, in cash, and enjoy, in addition, many 
advantages provided by the mills without cost, 
which other classes of labor do not know. 

Child labor is unknown in southern textile 
mills. There is not a single instance in Geor- 
gia of anyone under 16 years of age working 
in a textile plant. 

Textile mill operators, as a whole, respect 
and honor the people who work in the mills 
and are proud of the high type of personnel 
they employ. Modern conditions of work ob- 
tain in nearly all such plants and working 
hours and scales of pay compare favorably with 
similar work anywhere in the country. 

The charges in the Davenport article, based 
admittedly on isolated cases but applied gen- 
erally, are a canard on an industry which has 
during the past decade set an unrivaled ex- 
‘ample of improvement in working, living and 
economic conditions for its employes. The ar- 
ticle fully deserves the storm of criticism which 
it has aroused.

THE MORGENTHAU STATEMENT 

It is no secret that Secretary Morgenthau 
has been, to a degree, a heretic in the New 
Deal congregation with respect to spending. 
Therefore, his address Wednesday night before 
the Academy of Political Sciences is not sur- 
prising when it calls for a cessation of “deficit 
spending,” for a balanced budget, for salutary 
changes in tax laws—in short, for a sane facing 
of the facts of our economic life. Most in- 
formed Americans have already sensed that 
that is the way Mr. Morgenthau wished the 
government to proceed. 

What is not so much surprising as encour- 
aging is that the secretary has been permitted 
to speak so definitely in behalf of a marked 
alteration in administration policy. This was 
not merely the Treasury chief intimating his 
desire. This was a pronouncement clearly car- 
rying the okeh of the President himself. It is 
for that reason a statement of unusual sig- 
nificance. 

It dispels the threat of continued spending 
on a lavish scale, marks a return to sound 
financial methods, clears the way to relief for 


business as well as for human distress, and it 


sets up a program of collaboration between gov- 
ernment and business which is vastly different 
from the guerilla fighting which has afflicted 
the country. 

At no point is Mr. Morgenthau more tell- 
ing, more discerning than when he voices his 
conviction that— 


the domestic problems which face us today are 
essentially different from those which faced us 
four years ago. Many measures are required for 
their solution. One of these measures, but only 
one, in the present juncture is a determined move- 
ment toward a balanced budget. 


The country has been anxiously waiting for 
some such recognition of the realities of our 
economic situation. Now that it has come, busi- 
ness and industry will have a new sense of 
security. 

Secretary Morgenthau is not content with 
uttering generalities, but specifically indicates 
where savings are possible for the purpose of 
balancing the budget. Not out of regular oper- 
ating expenses, but out of extraordinary out- 
lays, for highways, public works, agricultural 
subsidies, can the necessary reduction be had. 
And this without any increase in taxes. This 
is brave and cheering talk. 

Mr. Morgenthau does not go into great de- 
tail with reference to changes in taxation. But 
he intimates enough to make thoughtful peo- 
ple rejoice. A broader income tax base, the re- 
moval of nuisance levies, the relaxation of the 
undistributed profits and capital gains tax re- 
quirements—all these are in the picture, to stir 
and strengthen business and industry. 

But these betterments call for something 
from interests which have been demanding 
them. Business has been saying that it cannot 
expand, that it cannot employ more workers, 
that it is painfully hampered by taxes which 
are soon, apparently, to be eliminated. Given 
such a release, business will have to reciprocate 
by setting to work on a sweeping scale the en- 
gines of private initiative and private enter- 
prise. 

It is on this note that Mr. Morgenthau 
closes his speech. Government will strive to 
promote recovery and to achieve a balanced 
budget by cutting expenditures. But it will have 
to have the co-operation of the business world 
if this is not to be attained at a human cost 
too staggering to contemplate. 


A DICTATOR FOR BRAZIL 


The action of President Getulio Vargas in 
making himself dictator of Brazil is, generally 
speaking, a repetition of history in Latin Amer- 
ica. The story of most of the Latin-American 
republics is dotted with dictatorships and, in 
many of them, practical totalitarianism is the 
normal condition of affairs. 

However, there are two features in the Var- 
gas coup which make this incident of more mo- 
ment than preceding happenings of like nature. 

In the first place, Brazil is the largest coun- 
try on the continent and thus any change in 
government form there gains added signifi- 
cance. 

Secondly, Vargas did something not usual 
when he abrogated the old Brazilian constitu- 
tion and proclaimed a new one which estab- 
lishes, apparently permanently, a dictatorship. 

This marks the first appearance of dicta- 
torship according to the modern European pat- 
tern on the American continents. Whether it 
will last, even in Brazil, or whether it will 
spread to neighboring republics, can only be 
determined by the future. 

While the results will probably have small 
effect upon the United States in her present 
happy relations of friendship with Brazil and 
the other Latin-American republics, the devel- 
opments under the Vargas dictatorship will un- 
doubtedly be closely watched by the State De- 
partment and will prove of interest to all stu- 
dents of the changing governmental and eco- 
nomic map of the world. |

Brazil is a federation of seven 
states. It has a population of 
about 44,000,000, of whom some 
three-fifths are native-born. The 
others are immigrants, almost en- 
tirely from countries already Fas- 
cistic—Portugal, Italy, Spain, Ger- 
many and Japan. The German 
population is ¢hiefly concentrated 
in two southernmost states, Santa 
Catherina and Rio Grande do Sul. 
These German colonies have al- 
ways been carefully nursed b 
Germany, since long before Hit- 
ler’s time, and numerous towns 
are exclusively German, and, in- 
deed, speak only, or chiefly, Ger- 
man. They have been kept so 
by subsidized schools, subsidized 
patriotic societies, and teachers 
and professors sent out from the 
Fatherland.

The rest 
remains in Brazil—in the hands 
of the local Nazi agents.

And the 
Fatherland is making determined 
efforts to double the German pop- 
ulation in Brazil. German ‘ships 
calling at Brazilian ports are in- 
structed to take aboard prospec- 
tive mothers, so that their chil- 
dren. who would otherwise be 
BrazZilian citizens, may be born 
under the German flag. Prizes 
are offered for large German fam- 
ilies, and the same racial doctrines 
preached in Germany are preach- 
ed there.

non-Fascist countries, the latest 
dispatch from Russia seems to in- 
dicate that the Comintern will 
again become aggressive. And, of 
course, its program is the same 
as_ the ascist—to intervene 
through sympathetic working class 
groups in the internal affairs of 
other countries. Any one who has 
followed the policies of the Comin- 
tern must be aware of how cyni- 
cally opportunistic it is. It trims 
the sails of its program to the 
winds of Russian foreign policy, is 
for war against liberals today and 
for co-operation with them tomor- 
as precisely as fits the Russian 
needs. 


Daily it is being demonstrated 
that democracies, parliamentary or 
constitutional governments, have 


this kind of attack. Civil liber- 
ties are being exploited not only 
by those who once in power would 
destroy them, but by the openly 
declared agents of foreign powers. 
The German government at Stutt- 
gart declared officially through 
the German foreign minister that 
it intended to organize its Ger- 
man groups everywhere, including 
the United States, precisely as they 
have been organized in Brazil. We 
find it difficult to believe. We 
find it impossible to take serious- 
ly. But is it not also impossible 
to believe in undeclared wars? In 
sudden unannounced assaults on 
women and children? 

In a world which has the outer 
accoutrements of civilization it is 
profoundly difficult to believe in 
a world-wide recrudescence of 
organized barbarism. Yet that is 
exactly what we are seeing. Civ- 


schools, roads, organization. 

Civilization is a complex of 
codes of behavior, of silent as- 
sumption, of respect for law, and 
of the sense of law—law written 
and unwritten, on the books, and 
in men’s minds. Civilization is the 
sum of traditions, of carefully nur- 
tured inhibitions, of personal and 
social standards, of ethical and re- 
ligious principles, of loyalties to 
such abstractions as truth, kind- 
ness, chivalry, generosity.

Even in 
times of war, the spy has not 
stomached his role. 


For even in times of war, men 
have remembered that some day 
there may be peace. And that un- 
less some remnant of civilized in- 
hibitions is left, there can be no 
peace.

Without duty, which ir loyalty 
to ideals, there can be no decent 
world, no civilization, no human- 
ness. Chaos must come and man 
must revert to the beast. 

True, in every age, there have 
been but few with the courage 
and unselfishness to recognize and 
to accept their duty in all circum- 
stances of life.

NEW YORK.—After enlarging 
the anti-Russian pact to include 
Italy, the two Fascist dictators in 
Europe, turn their eyes to Amer- 
ica.

Comes now the reply from Hitler, 
Mussolini and Company. Is that so? 
Well then, how would you like 
some submarine bases and air- 
dromes a little nearer home?

War Base 
Threats. 


Nobody can prevent independ- 
ent and sovereign republics, say 
of Haiti, Venezuela, or San Do- 
mingo, from turning their territor- 
ies into huge war-bases. The gov- 
ernments of these countries are 
not accountable to Washington for 
what they do with their own ter- 
ritory. The United States may sus- 
pect who is going to be behind 
such armament campaigns—and in 
fact has now been duly warned, 
but prevention will be virtually 
impossible without a military show 
of might. ;

The installation of naval 
bases in South American countries 
will make Washington think twice 
before sending her navy or army 
to European or Asiatic waters in 
the event of a world conflict.

That is true in a measure. Men have made progress. But igno- 
rance remains, and where there is ignorance there is cruelty. Those 
who have no understanding have no mercy. 

Look about you now and you see a world of cruel contrasts. One

IS DENIED 3D TRIAL 


Long Battle for Freedom 
Apparently Ends for Ex- 
School Teacher, 23. 


RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 11.—(7) 
Edith Maxwell, her lengthy battle 
for freedom apparently terminated 
in a state supreme court decision 
today that she must serve a 20- 
year prison sentence for the slay- 
ing of her father, huddled close to 
a stove in a farmhouse living room 
and declared she still had “hope.” 

Jabbing the coals with a poker, 
the 23-year-old former Wise 
county (Virginia) school teacher, 
twice ‘convicted of killing her fa- 
ther, Trigg Maxwell, July 21, 
1935, looked into space and said: 

“I haven’t given up hope, but 
I’m so confused, I don’t know 
what to think.” 

Across the room, under a patch- 
work quilt, lay her mother, Mrs. 
Ann Maxwell, almost 53, whom 
Wise County Commonwealth’s At- 
torney Fred B. Greear said proba- 
bly would be brought :to trial next 
March under the joint indictment 
which charged the mother and 


old miner in the Pound (Va.)

CLOSE NEWS OFFICE 


OPERATED BY JEWS 


Agency Incorporated for 
Distribution of Foreign 
News in Germany. 


_ BERLIN, Nov. 11.—(UP)—The 
Nazi secret police have closed the 
Berlin office of the Jewish tele- 
graph agency, incorporated under 
German law for the purpose of 
distributing “news of foreign ori- 


gin” in Germany, it was disclosed 
tonight. 

Five secret police agents yester- 
day located a representative of the 
organization, an Austrian citizen 
named Otto Schick, and took him 
to the agency offices, where they 
read to him an order closing the 
place. 

The order was based on an 
emergency decree of the !ate Pres- 
ident Paul von Hindenburg for the 
protection of the state in 1933. 

No formal reason was given for 
the closing of the office and Schick 
Was not arrested. The office was 
searched, but nothing was confis- 
eated. 

The agency’s regular Berlin 
correspondent, Ben Smolar. was 
expelled last March but made an 
appeal to Nazi authorities through 
the American consulate. The 
United States consul conferred 
with the head of the secret police 
Thursday on the matter of Smo- 
lar’s expulsion and was promised 
; thorough investigation of the 
acts.

MANILA BATTERED 
BY DEADLY WINDS 


Five Known Dead in First 
Meager Report; 3,000 
Homeless; 20 Missing. 


MANILA, Nov. 11.—(P)—A ty- 
phoon swept across five Philippine 
provinces and through Manila to- 
night, leaving an undetermined 
number of dead, injured and 
homeless. Property damage was 
extensive. 

First meager, incomplete re- 
ports showed five known dead, 20 
missing and many injured. In Ma- 
nila alone 3,000 persons were 
homeless, their houses blown away 
by the terrific wind or inundated 
by torrential rains, 

Full reports awaited communi- 
cation from the affected provinces 
—Tayabas, Rizal, Bulacan, Pam- 
panga and Zambles. 

Some lives were believed lost 
when giant waves dashed 14 heavy 
cargo lighters onto the rocks in 
Manila bay. The 20 missing had 
been on board ten fishing boats in 
the bay. 

Floods were widespread. The 
hurricane threw huge trees across 
highways, stopping traffic around 
Manila. High winds delayed an 
Armistice Day celebration.

Under the code, as annourited by 
Athletic Director James Lynah, a 
new board of athletic policy will 
not only supervise all matters of 
financial aid to athletes but have 
final authority over eligibility, 
apart from that involving aca- 
demic standing. The faculty, as 
formerly, will determine all ques- 
tions of scholastic eligibility. 

The code, already approved by 
President Ezra Day and effective 
December 1, 1937, substantially 
duplicates the so-called “triple 
agreement” under which Harvard, 
Yale and Princeton operate in the 
conduct of athletics. 

Its adoption by Cornell is inter- 
preted as another step in the ob- 
jective of eastern “ivy league” uni- 
versities to standardize principles 
as well as practices. 

On proselyting, the code sets 
forth: “The yniversity wholly dis- 
approves of all propaganda either 
through special inducements or 
through disparagement of other in- 
stitutions to induce boys in the 
schools to come to this institution. 
The defraying of part or all of the 
expense of visiting the university 
by anyone except the person  %n 
whom a boy is naturally depend- 
ent for support may be interpreted 
to disqualify him from represent- 
ing this university in any intercol- 
legiate sport, if in the judgment of 
the board of athletic policy such 
aid was given to induce the recip- 
ient to enter this institution.”

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FUROPE AND U, S. 
EXCHANGE PLEAS 
FOR WORLD PEACE 


Six Nations Join in Big 
Broadcast Arranged for 
Armistice Day. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11—(P)—A 
world-wide A~mistice Day plea for 
peace among nations was broad- 
cast today from New York and 
five European cities — London, 
Paris, Brussels, Geneva and Buda- 
pest—Under auspices of the Car- 
negie Endowment for international 


peace. 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 


president of the organization, 
speaking from here, said in part: 

“An organized family of nations 
must come into being to protect 
the moral standards of . . na- 
tions and through an international 
police to do for the world’s order 
on what the municipal po- 

ce does for the order of the 
neighborhood. To call this police 
work war is a flat contradiction in 
terms. It is the instrumentality for 
the rule of law, and to the rule 
of law there is absolutely no al- 
ternative but the rule of force.” 

From London the Marguis of 
Lothian, member of the British 
Liberal party, said “peace depends 
upon the existence of government 
and law. 

“War continues to plague man- 
ind because there is no such 
hing as government or law in the 

world as a whole.” 

From Dr. William E. Rappard, 
rector of the University of Geneva 
@nd member of the permanent 
mandates commission, came an as- 
sertion that “if all men in au- 
thority everywhere wished to 
maintain peace as wholeheartedly 
as most of them profess, peace 
would be secure.” 

Other speakers were V. K. Wel- 
lington Koo, Chinese ambassador 
to France; Count Paul Teleki, for- 
mer Hungarian minister of foreign 
affairs, and Signora Martherita 
Sarfatti, Italian novelist. 

Said Signora Sarfatti: “The 
average American man in the 
street from his happy aloofness 
cannot understand the nature and 
extent of our troubles (in Eu- 
rope).”

SPECIAL FUNDS AID 
ATLANTA SCHOOLS 


Nearly $10,000 Contributed 
to Negro University; 
Spelman Listed. 


Contributions amounting to 
nearly $10,000 were made to At- 
lanta University this past year by 
the Julius Rosenwald fund, offi- 
cials of the university announced 
last night. 

Edwin R. Embree, president of 
the Rosenwald Fund at Chicago, 
revealed in his annual report, that 
a total of $691,763 was spent chief- 
ly on rural education and negro 
health in the United States in the 
past year. 

Three of 50 fellowships of $1,500 
each begun by the fund have been 
granted students at Spelman Col- 
lege. Dr. Mercer Cook, Preston 
Valien and his wife were the re- 
cipients. Separate applications 
were made in the case of the lat- 
ter two, but both were granted. 

The Atlanta School of Social 
Work, connected with Atlanta 
University, although operated un- 
der a separate board of trustees, 
was given $5,000. 

Embree said the fund’s most ac- 
tive program during the. period 
was the “improvement of rural ed- 
ucation for both white and colored 
children in the southern states.” 
He reported the fund had con- 
tributed $4,366,519 in the past 20 
year, to help build 5,357 schools in 
883 counties of 15 southern states. 

The report showed the fund last 
year contributed $205,000 to health 
facilities for negroes and an aggre- 
gate of $75,000 to Fisk University, 
in Nashville; Dillard University, in 
New Orleans, and Atlanta Uni- 
versity.

WomenWill Rule 
In 1,000 Years, 
Marston Predicts 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—(P)—A 
serious battle of the sexes, with 
women emerging as rulers of the 
nation 1,000 years from now, was 
predicted yesterday by Dr. William 
Moulton Marston, noted psycholo- 
gist, formerly of Harvard Univer- 
sity. 

Man as the “boss,” he said, is 


doomed. 

“The next 100 years will see the 
beginning of an American matri- 
archy—a nation of Amazons in the 
psychological rather than physi- 
cal sense,” he said. 

By the year 2937 A. D., con- 
tinued Dr. Marston, people will be 
living to be 1,000 years old, be- 
cause by that time the three great 
motivating forces of life will be 
properly balanced—success, love 
and fun. 

But to get back to the women— 
_. “Women have twice the emo- 
tional development, the ability for 
love, that man has,” he explained, 
leading up to his theory of an 
Amazonized America. “Thus wom- 
en have been driven to loneliness 
or naughtiness.” 

“Today, realizing that their love 
motive has no sustaining force. 
nothing to feed on—in fact,” he 
interjected, “they’re just out of 
luck as far as men are concerned 
—so today women are diverting 
And as they develop as much 
their energies into other channels. 
ability for worldly success as they 
already have ability for love, they 
will clearly come to rule business 
and the nation and the world.” 

Women don’t want to rule, he 
said—“they are being driven to it 
by a desire for love.” 


MATE-LOVE PICTURED 
AS BAR TO WOMAN RULE 

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., Nov.

In its formal report to Bailey, 
the committee said it believes the 
greatest opportunity in agricul- 
tural research of the future was 
in the development of farm prod- 
ucts and new uses for the by- 
products and the improvement of 
present methods of cottonseed ana 
cotton products utilization. 

Asserting the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture already 
had made a step in that direction 
with the setting up of research 
centers for corn, wheat, soy bean 
forestry products, the report 
said: 

“The committee feels that no 
agricultural crop can show great- 
er need for research. nor offer 
greater reward for research than 
cotton and cottonseed products, 
Therefore, we feel that, in addi- 
tion to research which is now 
supported by the government and 
by private enterprises, there 
should be established by the na- 
tional congress a regional research 
laboratory for cotton and cotton- 
seed products.”

,The Confederate president, she.

“He should be given recognition 
for his work as a military leader 
in the Mexican war, as secretary 
of war under Pierce, and for his 
legislation in the senate.” 

Particular efforts, she said, will 
include erection of a monument to 
him at Montgomery, Ala., first 
capital of the Confederacy and re- 
publication of his book, “Rise and 
Fall of the Confederate Goverh 
ment.” 

“Slip of the Tongue.” 

Mrs. Lamar said a simple mis- 
take did more than 30 years of la- 
bor to place her “correct esti- 
mate” of Jefferson Davis before 
the country. 

The alert and pleasant-voiced 
Mrs. Lamar, wearing the sash be- 
tokening her rank in the U. D. Cz 
recounted the story between busy 
sessions of that organization’s con- 
vention.

for Georgia on the board of the

Not ‘Prominent Clubwoman.’ 

Mrs. Lamar prefers not to be 
called a “prominent clubwoman,” 
for she says her interest is in civic 
and patriotic work and not in club 
work, nevertheless, she has been 
prominent in more than civic and 
patriotic societies. 

She has held office on the na« 
tional board of the Y. W. C. A, 
and has been on the board of the 
Tallulah Falls Industrial School 
for Mountain Children at Tallulah 
Falls since its founding 26 years 
ago. She is also director from 
Georgia on the Stratford Founda- 
tion, which is restoring the ances- 
tral home of the Lee family in Vir- 
ginia. She has served as presi- 
dent of the woman’s auxiliary of 
the Macon First Presbyterian 
church, and is a member of the 
Macon Woman’s Club. She is a 
member of the Mary Hammond 
Washington Chapter of the D. A, 
R., and of the Macon town com-« 
mittee of the Colonial Dames.
